brother propose to use the plant for 
the manufacture of electrical appli- 
ances and will employ a large force of 
men. 


The property on which they have 


secured the option cost In the neigh- 
borhood of a quarter of a million 
dollars. 
It Includes a main building 


built of brick with stnne foundations, 
two stories high. 80x285 feet, a ma- 
chine shop and picker room TiOxSO, 
besides an vnglne and boiler room, 
together with eight acres of land and 
9.500 inches of water power above 
surplus water or a 9 foot head. There 
.Is also a 2i>0 horse power Allls com- 
liound condensing engine purchased 
three years ago~and a comparatively 
new set of boilers. 


The- mill was erected about twen- 


ty years ago during the boom In cot- 
ton cloth and cost the stockholders 
nearly a quarter .of n million dollars. 
It was operated as a cotton mill with 
more or less success up to within 
a year and a half and then closed 
down.

what the next few years will devel- 
op, when foreign capital and enter- 
prise tafces hold 'of 
the country'. 


Many millions of the people, grouped 
in centers of population, are living 
hundreds of miles from ports of en- 
try, where goods are transported by 


trains. Railroads 
as well ns 


wagon roads are unknown. With the 
advance of civilization and It Is radldly 
advancing, these obstacles

overcome. 
The next 
25 years will 


produce some wonderful changes In 
China, and as superstition and Ignor- 
ance are dispelled, the land will be 
redeemed. 


Tho feeling that exists towards the 


United States is. In the main, friendly. 
The spirit displayed, after the Box- 
er riots, was appreciated by the people 
rnd Congress acted wisely. In not en- 
dorsing more stringent anti-exclusion 
laws. The reccommendntlons of Sen- 
ator Beverldge are worthy of more 
than passing notice. He Is thoroughly 
familiar with the situation. If his 
plan should bo adopted and Intelli- 
gently and patiently developed.

When the 
steel beam was substituted for the 
wood, a great deal of skepticism pre- 
vailed, but prejudice \vifu speedily ov- 
ercome and today It enters so largely 
Into the construction of bridges and 
Jarge buildings, that people wonder 
why It was not used before. Mr. Car- 
negie created a demand for this class 
•if material across the water, and to- 
day it is recognized In all civilized 
countries 
as 
indispensable. The 


reason why the steel and Iron In- 
dustry IH so prosperous. Is because 
of the ever Increasing demand for 
the product. AVhlle other nations are 
competing to supply this 
demand, 


America is in the lead, with flatter- 
ing chances of 
holding 
her own 


against all comers. The steel com- 
bination is denounced by people who 


it Is easier to denounce an industry 
than to Investigate Its merits. These 
people seem possessed of the notion 
that this great Industry Is represent- 
ed solely o*n paper, and that 
by 


speculation, money Is made without 
work. They fall to take Into account 
the fact that great blocks of money 
p.re Invested In hundreds of plants, 
I.ml that each plant Is a busy hive 
of Industry, employing all the men 
that It has room to work, and paying 
to labor thousands 
of dollars every 


week. 


If they could go beneath the sur- 


face and enter the mines where raw 
material Is produced., they would dis- 
cover-that the same brain and energy 
v;as producing ore and transporting 
ft over roadways, both by land and 
water, and carrying a pay roll, of a 
vast army of men. 


The steel combine Is not n myth 


nor a fraud. It is ono of .the great 
forces that Is contributing to the 
world's ndvancemnt and Is backed 
by as great Intelligence ns the world 
ras ever produced.

PROPOSED PLANT. 


Size of the Buildings on the Original 


Plans Have AH Been Considerably 
Increased—Metal Instead of Wood- 
en Moulds Will Also Be Used in 
the Foundry. 


It Is expected from changes that 


have been made In the plans 
and 


specifications of the cement 
post 


plant that the 
company will invest 


nearly Illty thousand dollars In the 
business. " In the first place 
the 


company figured on a plant to cost 
about $30,000. but since have chang- 
ed It. so that it will cost much more 
money. 
In changing the molds In 


which the post» are cast from wood to 
Iron many tlipusand dollars 
was 


added to the cost of the plant. 
The buildings which are to be lo- 


cated just south of the sand hill on 
the Taul farm, will be of brick, one 
story In height, and will consist of a 
main building ltMxS7 with two store 
rooms on either side of It. 
One will 


be fiflO and the other 400 feet long by 
S7 feet wide so that the total length 
of the building will be 1.104 feet long, 
inside measurement. 
. 


North of this building alul nearer 


the sand bank will be a crusher and 


, tand drying house «0.\20 which will 


have a capacity of fifteen tons of sand 
i-n hour. 
The St. I'aul railroad com- 


pany will at once begin tlitf 
con- 


struction of a side track to the fac- 
tory site. 
There will be u track on 


both sides of the long buildings run- 
ning their entire length, which will 
give them unequalled shipping facili- 
ties. 
It Is estimated that the plant is at 


jresent projected by the plans will 
cost over $."0,000 and will have a 
capacity of 0,000 posts a day. 


A. E. Cummer, of Cleveland, O.. 


was In the city this morning and with 
H. H. Jackson, of Chicago, went down 
to the place where the plant Is to bo 
located and examined the sand pit. 
He said the sand was of the finest 
fclnd for this work nnd would make 
beautiful posts. 
. Mr. Cummer rep- 


resents the only firm In the United 
States that make sand drying nppra 
:iis and will furnish the plant with 
their drying machines. 
H. H. Jackson stated today that
